\entilatiou of Private Dwellings" that 
was awarded a prize by the New York 
State Medical association. Here are some

ous, and often ascribed to other causes 
We are careless of its results because, as 
its effect at anyone time is slight, we grow

An Knrly Settlement In Western Now York. 


In Man h, 1810, Enos Stone, of Lenox, 


Mass., ha,-ing inherited from his father 
150 acres of land on the east side of the 
Genesee ri ',-er, settled on his property, hav- 
ing brought Iris wife the entire distance, 
the most of it wilderness, on an ox sled. 
Two months later a son was born to him 
in a cabin he bad erected on a previous 
visit to hi; possessions. The child was the 
first white child born in what is now Mon- 
roe county 
He was named James Stod- 


dard. He became ono of the builders up 
of the city of Rochester, and died at Char- 
lotte, ^in his eighty-second year.

and it wn * the first house ever built in 
what is no .v Rochester. 


The year James Stoddard Stone was 


born his fV.ther raised the first wheat crop 
in Monroe county, and sledded it to Bato- 
via on the same sled that had carried his 
wife from Ijenox. It was ground at Baca- 
via and made ten barrels of flour. As he 
could not dispose of it for cosh at home he 
put it on the old sled and took it all the 
way to Lenox and sold it. That was the 
first shipment of flour from that region 
which is nc w famous for that commodity 
James Stm dard Stone lived in the house 
where he 'lied for nearly sixty years.—

But while the immediate effects seem 


trifling, yet it is true that any prolonged 
vitiation of this source of supply interferes 
vyith the proper working of our organiza- 
tions aud depresses our vital functions 
Statisticians have shown that of the causes 
of mortality the most important and far- 
thest reaching is impure air. 


We keep our windows closed a great part 


of the year— during the winter to keep ou<- 
the cold and in the heated term iu sum- 
mer to exclude the heat— so that the circu- 
lation and renewal of air iu our houses are 
at these times slight. Tho incoming air 
introduced for ventilation may be vitiated 
or not, according to oar surroundings; but 
once in, it may become contaminated iu 
several ways, and unless we take special 
pains to remove this foul air it rapidly ac- 
cumulates, becomes offensive and is a men- 
ace to health. 
j 


The primary condition for ventilation is 


thut the incoming air shall be pure; it 
must be pure external atmosphere. Air 
that is drawn from small, closed courts, or 
from between back to back buildings, or 
that has blown over refuse or that rises 
from a cellar is unfit for continuous 
breathing. Tho sun rarely or never visits 
these spots and the wind gets no chance to 
sweep through them. Kspecially bad is 
the cellar air, as cellars are apt to be damp, 
moldy and dark, and arc frequently pol- 
luted by decaying vegetables and the ash 
heap, and currents of air are constantly 
passing through them from the soil below. 
fcothat sewer air from defective drainage iu 
the neighborhood may easily enter aud be 
sucked through the house. This danger 
is particularly great if the house is hoateu 
by a furnace whose wooden air box passes 
through the cellar. 


In providing inlets a number of things 


have to be taken into consideration. The 
inlets must be so placed that the air can- 
not blow directly on the occupants of the 
room, and they must be of such size that 
sufficient incoming air is obtained without 
a high velocity, for if tho movement is 
greater than two or three feet per second 
diafts are experienced, nnd besides a 
slow current is more favorable for uniform 
diffusion than a rapid one. 


If it can be avoided air should not enter 


through openings at the level of the floor, 
as dust readily falls into the openings nnd 
fouls thp air, nnd if tho incoming iiir ia 
cooler than the temperature of the room it 
chills the feet. The pl.iceof admittance of 
cool air should be above the heads of the 
occupants, and means should lie taken to 
diminish tho current if too rapid, aud the 
flow should be directed upward, as there, 
meeting the warmer air of the ceiling.it 
mingles with it, becomes warmer aud 
gradually spreads through the room. The 
external openings of -the inlets should 
give on a place where the air is uncontam- 
iniited. They should be short and so ar- 
ranged that they admit of ready cleansing. 
They should be numerous aud small, rather 
than large and single, as they are thus less 
liable to cause drafts. 


When the conditions are such that the 


window cannot be freely opened, it can be 
arranged in one of several ways to provide 
snrticiont fresh air. Iliuckes-Bird's meth- 
od consists of placing a movable block of 
wood under the entire length of the lower 
window sash, thus raising the top of the 
lower sash above the bottom of the upper. 
By this procedure considerable space be- 
tween the two window frames is left, 
through which the incoming air freely 
passes, and being impelled in an upward 
direction it causes nc, drnft. 


In Tobin's tube the air from outside en- 


ters through a hole iu the wall and is con- 
ducted by on upright tube into the room. 
The opening of the tube is above the head? 
of the occupants, and the air escaping as- 
cends toward the ceiling. 


Cooper's ventilator consists of a series of 


apertures iu a window pane arranged in a 
circle, which can be partially ov entirely 
•jlosed by a glass disk, movable on a pivot, 
ivith corresponding apertures. In private 
bouses during parties the rooms often be- 
come insufferably hot and close. These 
mpleasant features can to a great extent 
>e avoided by having a temporary Shering- 
lam valve, constructed of \vood and can- 
vas and inserted above the upper sash of 
the window, which is lowered for tho pur- 
pose.

The Sheringham valve consists of an 


opening through the wall for1 the air to 
loss, the entrance being, usually guarded 
)y a strainer of some sort to keep out dust. 
On the inside is a valved iron plate with 
closed sides and hinged at the bottom. An 
attachment is arranged to more or less 
completely change it. The entrance should 
be a little smaller than the exit, that the 
velocity of the current into the room may 
bo diminished. It is usually placed near 
the ceiling. 


Ventilating fireplaces are marked im- 


provements on the ordinary fireplaces. 
They have all the advantages of the latter, 
and in addition they prevent drafts of cold 
air by sending into the room air that is 
partially warmed. Fresh air is admitted 
to the back of the grate into a chamber 
which is warmed by a large heating sur- 
face, and, being carried up by a flue, dis- 
charges into the upper part of the room.

quarreling, where the people are always 
gay iind graceful. Grief and sorrow are 
crowded out of life as quickly as possi 
ble and forgotten. 
With all this sweet- 


ness und gentleness, however, the trav- 
eler finds tho Japanese busy as beos 
learning all that is best in western civil- 
ization. 
They are building railroads 


and tolegraphs and establishing public 
schools and industrial colleges. Here 
indeiil appears to be the nearest ap- 
proach to paradise to be found upon this 
globo. No wonder Sir Edwin Arnold 
loves Japan. 


Tlie Sort Coal Smoke. Nuisance. 
If any people can invent or discover a 


method whereby the appalling nuisance 
of soft coal smoke can be abated, it will 
be the inhabitants of Chicago. They 
are untiring in their efforts to discover 
the solution of the trouble that ia the 
only drawback to the perfect happiness 
of tho Chicagoan. The cities of Chicago, 
Pitts! iurg, Cincinnati, St. Louis and 
Kansas City ought to combine and offer 
a prize of $50,000 to the person who 
should devise a successful way to pre- 
vent the generating of smoke from bi- 
tuminous coal. It must be done sooner 
or later. Whether it will be through a 
more perfect furnace which will suffi- 
ciently oxygenize all the particles of 
coal ao that none will escape into the 
air, whether it will be by the Invention 
of an artificial fuel that burns without 
smobo, or whether indeed electricity may 
not bo harnessed for heating purposes, 
remains tq be seen. One or tho other of 
these ways seems practicable. 


Tho Chicago Tribune believes the 


problom can be solved by the adoption 
of a down draft furnace recently tested 
in that city—a furnace that makes the 
emolco pass downward over a second 
bed of coals and thus be all consumed. 
But most of the furnaces thus far de- 
vised for smoke consumption are open 
to the objection that the heat produced 
is so intense it burns ont grate bars, fur- 
nace and all. In the furnace mentioned 
by The Tribune, however, the grate bars 
are hollow and kept constantly filled 
with water inside, which passes from 
the entering valve into the boiler. 


Meantime the coal smoke nuisance is 


undoubtedly one that the cleanest of 
eastern cities will be at once forced to 
face. Heretofore it has been the pride of 
Atlantic coast cities that they were clean, 
that their atmosphere was pore and 
clear. It WM owing to the fact that 
anthracite coal was burned everywhere. 
But manufacturers have discovered that 
the bituminous coal will burn quickly 
and get cp steam with far more ease 
aud rapidity than the hard coal will. It 
is also cheaper. Consequently, one by 
one they are yielding to temptation, and 
unless restrained by law will ere long 
use the soft coal universally, 
Steam- 


boats, railway engines and factories 
will belch forth volumes of infernal 
black smoke just as they now do 
throughout tho west. The evil ia grow- 
ing BO that evan now New York does 
oot btgin to be so clean as it was five 
years ago. A(; - present rate not a long 
time will pass 'till it will be as dirty a* 
Chicago.

Dr. At'bot.t to tho Journalists. 


Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, successor to 


Henry Ward Beocher in Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, has preached a sermon 
,o nowspa] >er people. He declared therein 
that the newspaper was at once a com- 
mercial oj change, a historian and a leivcl- 
er for the jreafc mass of the people. Its 
advertising columns should be for sale 
$n strictly business principles, its opin- 
:ona in tie editorial columns, never. 
This last r ale, the doctor says, is very gen- 
erally obi erved by tho great metropoli- 
:an journals and very generally violated 
by local and country newspapers and 
altogether too often by the religious 
press. TJiis is thoroughly complimen- 
tary to -us metropolitans, but rather 
rough on local and country newspapers 
and the n ligious weeklies. To all alike, 
however, the preacher administered a 
wholesome suggestion by recommending 
to ns the advice of Paul: 


Finally, brethren, whatsoever things aro 


true, what toovcr things aro honest, whatso- 
ever thing) aro pura, wli-atsouvor things aro 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good report, 
think ou these things. 


This is grand advice indeed, and it is 


to be wished that everybody would take 
it, ininist )rs as well as journalists. 


One of the reverend gentleman's 


charges against the newspaper press, 
however, plainly proved that ho had 
never be ;n a reporter and run to flroa, 
and never been the managing (jditor of 
a mornin ^ paper just about 1 o'clock in 
the morn ing. Ho derided in withering 
terms th 5 practice among morning pa- 
wwr^.-n ritijnr_.aut -aiieuts before, thpjr 
break onoe mado by an interior journal 
that prin tod a description of a reception 
in Washington which never camo off. 
because i.bout the time it was to occur a 
member of a cabinet family died sud- 
denly and the party had to be dropped. 


The correspondent had visited the 


rooms, doscribed tho decorations, found 
out who She guests were and the gowns 
tho ladie:'. wore to wear, and then writ- 
ton of tho event as though already past, 
in order to get the description in on 
time, so (hat her journal might not get 
loft. 


Of cotirso everybody connected with 


tho daily press knows that this thing is 
done corstantly and that it must be 
done. Would Dr. Abbott wait till day 
after tomorrow for the account of an 
event which came off tonight? If he 
would tlion his paper would become a 
laughing stock in journalism. It could 
not sustain itself a week. 


Pooplo want the news, and they want 


it now. Suppose Dr. Abbott is to. give 
an oloqnc at lecture to thoTtongregational 
club and thero is to be a discussion af- 
terward, perhaps a little dinner. At 
any rate ihe audience is kept together 
until mid night. The report of the meet- 
ing must bo in next morning's paper. 
The new.' paper young man must got the 
material and write a column and a half 
about it if it is important, flow long 
will thai take? Then the printer must 
put the matter in type. It must be proof 
read, revised and stereotyped. How long 
again will that take? No reporter or 
printers idive could get it for a morning 
paper if the writer waited till the ban- 
quet was over to pen a description. 


No! Enterprising modern journalism 


has a bttter way than that. The re- 
porter goes to the hall or house to which 
ho is assigned. 
He feols brisk and 


rested, and can take in at flash the 
salient points. Then he goes, for in 
stance, to Mr. Chauncoy Depew, who is 
to speak. He makes his politest bow, and 
newspapor reporters do make beautiful 
bows. Then he asks the silver tocgned 
orator to kindly give him a copy of the 
extempore speech he is to make that 
evening. Neither is there any fraud 
here. It would be an insult to an audi- 
ence to go before it without thinking of 
what a epeaker is going to say at all, 
The most brilliant speaker must collect 
in his own mind what he will tell his 
audience. What, then, is easier or more 
natural than that he should dictate it to 
a stenographer and have it ready for the 
young gentleman of the press? So the 
description is written beforehand and 
put into type. If extraordinary inci- 
dents happen at the meeting, a few lines 
or a quarter column, painted in a dozen 
bold strokes, will give the perfect picture 
to the public. What would Dr. Abbott 
havo? 


Moreover, perhaps Dr. Abbott never 


.thought of it, but human nature grades 
about tho same everywhere. An expe- 
rienced reporter can tell beforehand just 
about ho w a given number of persons 
will act ingiven circumstances, whether 
at a fire, horse race or a wedding. A re- 
porter _vi ho is lazy and conscienceless 
can writo a description of an event he 
has never seen so that it will deceive 
anybody but another newspaper person. 
The latter knows unerringly the ear- 
marks of "faking," against which Dr. 
Abbott may expend all his powder and 
shot, as much as he likes, and the best 
element .-imong journalists will be with 
him. 


The United States fish commission is 


introducing hundreds of thousands o] 
fresh water salmon into the streams to 
which they are adapted throughout th' 
country. Rearing ponds have been es- 
tablishet. at many of the state stations, 
and young fry are being emptied into 
brooks and rivers. So far success has 
crowned the work of tho commission. 
Perhaps in a quarter of a century more 
we shall have the rivers and lakes of the 
country restocked with fish, so as to fur- 
nish no mean addition to the food sup. 
ply of our hundred million people. Bui 
the present generation must co-operate 
in the efforts of the fish commission.

The white 
man's firewater began to get in its 
work on civilized and savage peoples.

severest penalties. Now, since China 
has opened her ports to trade with west- 
ern countries, she is rapidly becoming a 
drunken nation. In 1888 nine of the 
twenty-nine open ports admitted $380,- 
000,000 worth of intoxicants. India, as 
far back as the light of hintory shines, has 
been a land of total abstinence. 
Kings 


and priests who partook of alcoholic 
drinks were condemned by the vedas to 
suffer death. Tho Brahmanical caste 
was enjoined to lifelong abstinence. 
These were solemn religious injunctions 
as binding as the ten commandments 
are on Jews and Christians. 


At length England conquered India. 


What does Archbishop Jeffreys, who 
lived thirty years in India, say? 
"For

Other oriental na- 


tions aro rapidly sinking before the 
western vice.

Wow stars sometimes come wffltrfn 


range of telescopes, are noted and pass 
on out of sight. Such a star was caught 
by the Harvard college observatory's 
telescope and photographed Dec. 10. It 
was first seen in Europe in January, 
apparently. Judging from the Harvard 
photographs the new star reached its 
greatest brightness Jan. 20. It was seen 
two degs. south of the star Chi, in the 
constellation of Auriga. The newcomer 
is now apparently passing away from 
the earth. It was never visible to the 
naked eye anyhow, but could be seen 
through an opera glass. Professor Park- 
hurst says, however, that it may be 
hundreds of years before the newcomer 
disappears from telescopic view alto- 
gether. It may be either a variable or a 
temporary star. The Harvard profes- 
sors have photographed the spectrum of 
the new star to ascertain its chemical 
composition. They believe it has come 
into view as a consequence of a tremen- 
dous explosion or collision with some 
other sun than ours. It will be some 
time before astronomers are able to de- 
termine whether it is a temporary star 
or a variable one.

Irrigation and Congress. 


Governor John N. Irwin, of Arizona, 


writing in Tho Forum, places the irriga- 
tion subject before the public in a clear 
form. A domain equal to the states of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
now lies before the agriculturist, incal- 
culably rich in all that goes to the mak- 
ing of crops, excepting only water. 
Much of this land mil return in fruits, 
nuts and vegetables iJSoO to $500 an acre. 


What has been done already is in- 


stanced in the case of Colorado and Cal- 
ifornia, the only states so far which 
have well defined irrigation laws and 
systems. Irrigation costs in the neigh- 
borhood of ten dollars an acre in much 
of the arid region. Governor Irwin says: 


Three plans are presented for tho construc- 


tion of lakes for the storage of water: 


First—That it be UDderttiken by the govern- 


ment of the United States as a national work. 


Second—That the state or territory provide 


the reservoirs within its borders. 


Third—That the work be done by private cap- 


ital. 


Of these the last, taking everything into con- 


sideration, is infinitely preferable, 


The future prosperity of the people in the 


arid region and the millions that region can 
easily be made to support depends upon the 
solution of the problem of water storage or the 
reservoir system. There is no lack of water. 
The trouble arises from the unequal and un- 
seasonable distribution, and the problem is to 
retain the water falling iu the rainy season 
and that caused by the melting of the moun- 
tain Bnowa in reservoirs until it is needed for 
the production of the crops. And this problem 
is merely a matter of capital first and engineer- 
ing skill second. It must be noted that all the 
arid region consists of mountains and valleys. 
The mountains contain the water and the val- 
leys the soil. Everywhere in the mountains 
aro natural storage places for water that only 
need walls of sufficient dimension and strength 
to hold safely and surely the great mass of 
water. 


These reservoirs or artificial lakes, onee se- 


curely constructed, the question of supply will 
be answered, and all doubt as to the great 
future of irrigation will be settled forever. To 
these great works, the attention of capital and 
ihrjuins i« invitoa.. ...Tko ««. -of -railroad DUTltl- 
ing in the older states is almost past. In the 
arid region all the work remains to be done. 
In it is the great future field for KteotuH, eiittvgy 
and money. Upon its development rests the 
well being of millions and the foundation of 
fortunes. 


But before much can be done congress must 


act. Reservoir sights must be defined. The 
system of location must be made clear and 
titles must be unclouded. Many of the rivers 
flow through two or more ,states or territories, 
and thus the question as between the different 
•taves must be adjudicated by congress.

Ostrich Farming in South Africa. 


Ostrich farming is one of the important 


industries of south Africa, which as yet 
furnishes the bulk of the ostrich plumes 
for the markets of the world. There are 
probably 200,000 domesticated ostriches in 
Cape Colony. Each bird is supposed to net 
his owner forty dollars per annum. The 
inclosures in which they are kept are 
usually built of stone, but where stone is 
not abundant wire fences have been em- 
ployed with equal success. 


The birds are commonly plucked once 


every eight months, yielding one pound 
weight of feathers each, but many farmers 
only pluck sixty feathers at a tune, so aa 
not to cause too much irritation and result- 
ing inflammation, which is very injurious 
to the health of the birds and lessens the 
next crop of feathers. Tae birds in these 
large Selds find plenty of food, rarely hav- 
ing to be fed with mealies, beans, lucerne 
or other cultivated food products. 


The number of eggs laid varies from eight- 


een to twenty-four, the male bird usually 
sxcavating the nest in some sandy spot, but 
both birds assisting in the incubation, tak- 
ing turn about. But it is during this period 
rf incubation that the plumes are at their 
aest, and many of them are utterly spoiled 
for commercial purposes. Of late years 
artificial incubating has been resorted to, 
and with perfect success, for It has been 
'ound that fewer eggs are spoiled by this 
method, and the young thus hatched are 
no less vigorous than those brought up by 
the birds themselves. The value of feathers 
sxported from Cape Colony during the past 
ihirty years is estimated atover-SSO.OOO.OOO, 
the total weight being about 1,200 tons.— 
American Agriculturist.

Colorless Varnish. 


Coiorless varnish, for use on fine labels 


or other prints, as well as for white wood 
and other spotless articles, is made as fol- 
lows: Dissolve two and one-half ounces of 
bleached shellac in one pint of rectified al- 
cohol; to this add five ounces of animal 
boneblack, which should first be heated, 
and then boil the mixture for about five 
minutes. Filter a small quantity of this 
through filtering paper, and if not fully 
colorless add more boneblack and boil 
again. Wnen this haa been done run the 
mixture through silk and through filter- 
ing paper. When cool it is ready for use. 
It should be applied with care aud uni- 
formity.—New York Telegram.

Practical Fire Extinguisher. 


A method has been devised for extin- 


guishing fires by the effect of the fire it- 
self, aided by tho operation of electricity. 
A chemical generator of sufficient capacity 
is first provided, and from this pipes are 
carried into each room in the building. 
Attached to the ceiling of the room is a 
jar, in which acid is stored and Inside of 
which a cartridge is placed. An open cir- 
cuit battery is used. The thermostat in 
each room is set at any desired degree, say 
at 80 degs. In case of fire the mercury 
rises to this figure and the circuit is closed. 
This explodes the cartridge in the jar, a 
valve drops and the chemicals are precipi- 
tated into the room through a series of 
sprinklers. 


There is also In connection with this de- 


vice a system of dry pipes, and if it be 
found that the chemicals will not extin- 
guish the fire, an officer on the outside of 
the building can determine by the enu- 
merator in which room the fire is located, 
and by turning a switch can flood the 
room.—New York Telegram.

Women Warriors of Dahomey. 


The standing army of Dahomey consists 


of two bodies—a female corps called the 
Amazons, known in Dahomey by the titles 
of "The King's Wives" and "Our Moth- 
ers," and a male corps composed of the pal- 
ace guards, court criers and other officials 
and the male adults in Abomey, the capi- 
tal. Behind these two corps is the male 
population of the kingdom, which is liable 
to be called out, in part or as a whole, to 
take part in any expedition, and thus forms 
a sort of reserre. The female corps, or to 
use the common expression, the Amaaons, 
was raised about the year 1729, when a 
body of women, who had been armed and 
furnished with banners, merely as s strata- 
gem to make tbe attacking force appear 
larger, behaved with such unexpected gal- 
lantry as to lead to the forming of a per- 
manent corps of women.—Goldthwaite's 
Geographical Magazine.
